The correspondent adds that indications 
point tothe entire work of the Conference being. approve br the 
Senate within a month or two. : 

Senator Lodge believes the Pacific Treaty will be extensively 
debated, but he hopes to sea it ratified unchanged, a8 it is reported 
from the Committee that Senators Borsh and Jobnson will leai the 
-fight against the Treaty, offering various reservations or proposing 
changes.

NO TRUSTS. 

The first order strictly prohi- 
bits the astablishment of any 
stcck exchanges or -trusts in 
Shansi without tha previous sanc- 
tion of the propar euthorities—In- 
the order, the Civil Governor gives 
a- deplorable report sboat the 
failore of those so-called stock 
exchanges witbio the foreign con- 
ceasions of Shanghai and other 
porls and says that on account of 
this dangerous speculation in 
commerce, many well-to-do peo 
ple lost their own lives and spoil- 
ed the future prospects of their 
families. The Governor adds 
‘tbat he can fornish undeniable 
preofs to verify bis statements 
stout the vicious . stock ex- 
changes in caso the people desire 
to sae them with their own eyes 
without trouble or expense and 
that his sole object is to preserve 
the commercial “honesty and 
purity of the Shansi merchants 
and traders. 

OPIUM SUPPRESSION. ° 

The second order deals with 
the effective suppression of the 
Opium evil. in this provinca in 
accordance with the Anglo 
Chinese Opium Tresty. The 
Governor orderec the complete 
confiscation of a foreign company, 


‘and of the Lsotehchi and the 


Pusheng dispensaries of Taiyuan, 
whose guilt in the clandestine

The third. order probibits for- 
eigners to reside or trade in the 


inland cities of Shansi. The Gov- 


ernor says that in the account 
books of the three above-mention- 
ed dispensaries, the subjects of a 
“certain country” are im. 
plicated because they used 
- supply Morpbis = and 
dangerous. opisles at 
Chinese - retailers from 
the foreign concessions of Tien- 
tsin. The order adds that in order 
to find markote ic inland Chinese 
cities for their goods, the. foreign 
teaders, generally retailers, ate 
permitted to sell their produces 
in lower prices than goods of the 
same lines and they are allowed 
to-return the goods to the foreign 
wholesalers in case they could 
not sell them. Hence, in the 
opinion of the Civil Governor, 
such conduct is commercially 
illegal and disbonest, so that 
unless it be stopped as scon‘as 
possible, especially in all Sino- 
Foreign Commercial Treaties, 
trade in nen-treaty ports is not 
permitted, all law-abiding and 
honest merchants and retaifere 
willsuffer-at the bands of the 
speculatoss and dumpers.

We may rotimagine the lines 
jn whi:b the poat of their dave- 
tion would bave arengd the 
wrong (says the Duily Telegraph}. 
but we suspect that the estine 
mode would have. been chosen, 

“William Wallace,” accor ling 
to the philologis:, “really meant 
William the Welshman, and as a 
native-of-Lanark,—where—there 
was an old Welsh colony, a 
Welshman be naturally wag.” 
So tha Scots who did with 
Wallaca bleed, under the “Abbey 
Craig at Stirling, in the great 
victory, and in the circlas of 
spearmon by Falkirk, when oam- 
bers and the generalship of 
Edward I. broke them, hed 
chosen a leader of alien blool. 

We “suspect they wonld not 
have thanked the scholar who 
told them eo. And England, “the 
auld enemy,” did: not think of 
bringing this up against the 
national leader who made her so 
touch trouble. Tke sentence 
pronounced against him at West. 
minster called him “a Scot and of 
Scottish descent.” But our 
philologist (there issnothiog like 
leather} elects to stand by the 
letter of the word, and to be sure 
there is no sort of doubt that 
Wallace, or Walays, or Wallansis, 
which is the spelling Wallace 
himsalf used, meant originally 
“Welshman.” . . 

Tt was a name borne in the 
marches of Wales and in the 
Sosth-west of Scotland. There 
is some reason to. believe that 
Wallace's family came from 
Shropshire. But that mast have 
been many a yeat before he was 
born, though the date of his birth, 
like muchelsein his history, is 
uncertain.

Our 
philologist will not allow Bruce to 
ba a Scot either, but calls hima 
Northombrian. |

“WIRELESS, 
Commander L A. Brooke. 
Smith, B.D, RNR. the Superin- 
tandent of the Maritime Division, 
Meteorological Office, addressed — 
tha mambers of the Narth of 
England Steamship Ovners' As. 
sociation in Newcastle ‘recently 
on the subject of obtaining 
weather forecasts by. wireless, 
The object of the meeting was to 
enkst the support of shipmastars 
and officers in the work. After 
describing the syatematio at- 
tempts made ta plot sailinz ship 
routes by the aid of wireless 
weather forecast, Commander 
Brooke-Smith seid the fanction 
of the Office he represented was. 
to collect observations acd maka 
charts of “hormals ™ all over tha 
world. He urged that the ques- 
tion of weather forecasting and 
weather reparts was of special 
interests to steamship owners. If 
vessels knew beforehand: what 
the weather was likely to he they 
would regulate their speed ac- - 
cordingly. If wireless could be 
widely brought to bear in the 
dissemination of weather in- 
formation great henefit could - 
accrue, forany seaman of average 
intelligence could make use of 
the information. If ships would 
take observations and exchange 
them, it would ba possible 
to get as good an idea as 
could ba done on shore in the 
way of forecasting.
